The 
total shipments in 1921 amounted to 
138,463,980 bushels, or nearly fifty 
million bushels more than were ship¬ 
ped from any other port on the North 
American continent.

This 
decision drove the papers, who were 
doing a "land office business” in these 
competitions, to a change of method. 
Th|ey notified the public “not to send 
money” and continued to publish free 
coupons. Under this scheme a set 
amount was given away each week for 
the most correct guesses. There is no 
law of course against giving away 
money, neither is it possible to make 
guessing illegal as such. Hence the

PRAIRIE HOMES AND TREES 


BEWARE OF PRUNING 


Chiropratic Health Talk 


In twenty years the Dominion Fores¬ 
try Branch has distributed sixty tnil- 
lion trees to farmers living in the 
Prairie Provinces. That this has been 
worth while, and that it has been 
worth while, and that it has been of 
great benefit both financially and in 
the way of added comfort and pleas¬ 
ure is made clear in forty letters writ¬ 
ten by settlers telling of their suc¬ 
cess with trees. These forty letters 
from the principal part of Bulletin No. 
72, “Success in Prairie Tree Planting,'* 
just published by the Forestry Branch. 
The writers are most enthusiastic in 
regard to the value of shelter-belts 
which have not only greatly increased 
the cash value of their farms, but also 
have made their places more home¬ 
like and enabled them to grow apples, 
plums, small fruits, and tender vege¬ 
tables where these were impossible 
before. The other part of the bulletin 
explains the co-operative plan under 
which trees are sent out free to prairie 
settlers. 


The following helpful article on 
pruning tree plantations wis writen 
for this paper by Mr. Archibald Mit¬ 
chell, 


an authority on forestry mat¬ 
ters and should be read carefully by 
every person who has planted trees 
on the prairie: 

Pruning in a prairie tree plantation 
is a matter on which information is 
always sought. 

“The trees are too close”. “There 
are too many branches on them." “I 
want to be able to walk under my 
trees.” “I can’t get in among them to 
cultivate." 

These are the remarks that usually 
accompany the question “When is the 
best time to prune my plantation ” 

The usual answer is “Don’t prune 
the plantation at all;" although it can 
be modified sometimes. 

It all depends upon our conception 
of what a plantation is for. If it is 
only intended as a narrow belt of 
three or four rows of trees with its 
shelter value of no importance, and | 
plenty of time .and money to keep It I 
(cultivated always available, then it ] 
may be pruned. The trees then be -1 
come little more than a number of 
individual trees and can be treated 
accordingly. 

But, if the plantation is i intended 
for a shelter it is a different story. A 
shelter belt is usually from 16 to 18 
rows wide and it’s chief business is to 
grow up as rapidly as possible to 
provide the shelter it is intended to 
do. The wind blows along near the 
groimd just as much as it does *in the 
tree tops, often more so, and when 
the lower branches of the trees are all 
pruned off, it is at once evident that 
that part of the plantation at least, is 
not fulfilling its proper function as a 
shelter. The wind

quite freely and as far as that part is 
concerned, it is no longer a shelter. 

Then there is another aspect of the 
case. Growth on the prairie is most¬ 
ly a matter of rainfall, and as the sun 
and the wind are our great moisture 
robbers, the trees are planted dose 
together to keep them out and so suf¬ 
ficient moisture is preserved for use 
of the plantation. 

This is a principle well known in 
all forest operations and one of the 
first anxieties of the Forester all over 
the world is to get the ground shaded 
and sheltered as quickly as possible 
by the leaves and branches of the 
trees. When this is understood and 
a little attention paid to the relative 
rainfalls of most countries as com¬ 
pared with Saskatchewan or Alberta, 
it will be seen how important the busi¬ 
ness of our Drairie plantations is in 
growing our^fcHelter belts. If it is 
necessary in countries where the rain¬ 
fall is from 30 to 100 inches, how 
much more is it necessary here where 
we are lucky when we get 13 to 20, 
and in a country, too, where bright 
sunshine and high winds are among 
the outstanding features of the cli¬ 
mate. 

The branches are necessary to keep 
the plantation healthy and should not 
be pruned. Any pruning necessary

The pruning of a plantation is a 
delicate operation that is usually best 
left to nature. She is the great 
teacher and when we interfere unduly 
with any of her methods she always 
comes back with a counter punch we 
may regret. Better leave the shelter 
belt alone, till it is about 30 ft. high 
when the dominated trees can be re¬ 
moved leaving the vigorous ones to be 
the permanent plantation. 

The soil is the most important con¬ 
sideration in a shelter plantation and 
the only way to keep it in good con¬ 
dition is to maintain as much as pos¬ 
sible, the close canopy of the leaves.

LARGER WHEAT CROP 


Classified Advertisements 


'Canada’s wheat crop this year is 
estimated at 320,968,000 bushels, or 
slightly more than 20,000,000 bushels 
larger than the final estimate of last 
year’s crop, by the Dominion bureau 
of statistics. This estimate is based 
on conditions prevailing throughout 
Canada at the end of last month, and 
is arrived at by compiling the figures 
received from crop reports by the de¬ 
partment. 

Oats estimated at 509,762,000 bush¬ 
els as against 426,232,000 last year. 
Barley 64,881,000 bushels as against 
69,709,100 bushels in 1921; rye 37,- 
848,000 against 21,465,260 last year 
and flax seed 4,330,000 bushels as 
compared with 4,111,800 bushels in 
1921. 

Potatoes estimated at 102,974,000 
bushels as against 107,346,000 bushels. 
The total yield of hay and clover is 
estimated at 15,545,000 tons, which is 
the largest on record with the excep¬ 
tion of 1916, when the yield was 16,- 
348,000. 

Alberta’s wheat yield is estimated 
at 69,237,000 bushels, against 53,094,- 
000 last year; oats 77,172,00 against 
64,192,000; barley 10,730,000 against 
11,657,000 last year; rye 2,940,000 
against 1,199,000; flax seed 188,000 
against 171,000 

Manitoba’s wheat yield this year is 
53,444,000 against 39,054,000 last 
year; Saskatchewan wheat 175,100,000 
against 188,000,001) last year.

Viscount Northcliffe, the noted 
British publicist, owner of 100 news¬ 
papers and magazines, passed away 
on Monday last at 10 o’clock a-m. after 
a hard fight for several weeks against 
his prevailing illness. He was the 
owner of the London Times and this 
with his other publications, Both com¬ 
mercial and religious, made him the 
greatest figure in British journalism. 
The cause of his death was the pro¬ 
duction of pus within the heart, fol¬ 
lowed with acute blood poisoning. His 
death was not unexpected as the re¬ 
ports of his physicians for the past 
week indicated that he was dying. His 
policy, since the war was publicaily 
opposed to the Lord George adminis¬ 
tration with the single exception of 
the Ireland controversy in which he 
supported Lloyd George. The question 
is now foremost as to the future policy 
of The -Times and his other papers, 
which have had such a powerful in¬ 
fluence over the country. He was 
bom in 1865. The funeral service will 
be held in Westminster Abbey.

Twenty-five of the sixty members 
of the British House of Lords and 
Commons have, already accepted th$ 
invitation of the Montreal Board of 
Trade to be its guests on a trip across 
Canada to celebrate the hundredth 
anniversary of the organization.

Federal legislation to remove the 
difficulties in the way of the consti¬
